Hank3 was called lo the Chair, and Aaron Harris
and R. N. Green, Esqrs. appointed Secretaries.

Col. Wm. P. Taylor then rose, and briefly sla-
ted ihe obiect of the meeting to be to consider
what steps should be taken by rbe people of Chat-
ham, in commemorating ibe services ef Gen.
Andrew Jackson, whose death be announced ia
touching and eloquent terms.

On motoin of J. Ramsey, Esq, the Chair ap-
pointed a Committee of five to confer with the
Committee of Masons, and to Consider the man-
ner of carrying Out the object of the meeting.

The Chair appointed Joseph Ramsey, O. A
Stedman, Bird Geao, Sr., W. T. Home, Eqrs.,
and Capt. George Rodgers. And n motion, WiU
liam TSiedman, Es-q-. was added to tbe Committee.

Tbe Committee then retired, and after consul
tation returned and reported the following as ihs
